Upcoming City of Glendale Holiday Notices 
City of Glendale offices will have the following 
modified hours for the upcoming holidays: open from 
8 a.m. to noon on Thursday, December 24 and 
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closed Friday, December 25 for the Christmas 
holiday, as well as Friday, January 1 in observance 
of the New Year's holiday. 

Scheduled garbage and recycling for all households 
will be shifted one day due to the holidays. Pickups 
normally scheduled for Christmas Day (Friday, 
December 25) will be serviced on Saturday 
December 26. Pickups scheduled for New Years' 
Day, (Friday, January 1) will be collected Saturday, 
January 2. The Glendale Municipal Landfill will close 
early on Christmas Eve (December 24) at noon, and 
will be closed on December 25 and January 1. For

Valley Metro will be running a holiday schedule 
(Sunday service hours) on Thursday, December 24, 
Friday, December 25 and Friday, January 1. 'Gus 1' 
will be running a Sunday schedule (8 a.m. to 6 p.m.) 
on both Thursday and Friday (December 24-25). 
'Gus 3' will be running until noon on December 24 but 
will not run on December 25 ('Gus 2' will not run 
December 24 or 25). 'Gus 1' will run only a Sunday 
schedule (8 a.m. to 6 p.m.) on New Year's Day. For 
Dial-a-Ride service on December 24 or 25, 
reservations should be made by noon on Thursday 
December 24, as the ride line will close at noon. ADA 
service will be available both days. For Dial-a-Ride 
service on January 1, reservations should be made 
by noon on Thursday, December 31. Reservations 
can be made by calling Glendale's Transit Division at 
623-930-3500. 

While the Glendale Municipal Airport will remain open 
during these holidays, the airport's administrative 
office will offer limited service until 7 p.m. on 
December 24 and will be closed December 25 and 
January 1. The Glendale Visitor Center will close at 
noon on December 24 and be closed December 25 
and January 1. 

Glendale's Foothills Recreations and Aquatics Center 
will be open on Christmas Eve from 7 a.m. to noon, 
closed on December 25 and open on December 26, 
from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. The center will also be open on 
New Year's Eve, December 31, from 5:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m. and January 1 from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m.

Valley Metro will hold two 
public meetings on the 
West Phoenix/Central 
Glendale Transit Corridor 
Study. The purpose of the 
study is to identify what 
type of transit (light rail or 
bus rapid transit) and 
what route is best to 
connect downtown 
Glendale to the light rail 
system on 19th Avenue in 
Phoenix. At each 
meeting, Valley Metro 
staff will present an 
overview of the 
recommended route and 
transit type, and provide 
an opportunity for 
questions and comments.

In the past, local agencies receiving From the Heart 
funds through a grant-application process have 
provided myriad of services to residents. Some of the 
grant-funded programs have focused on the positive 
development of youth, while others helped deliver 
nutritious, home-delivered meals to the frail and 
elderly and provide emergency programs for victims 
of domestic violence and abuse.

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Glendale Mayor Announces Coordinated Public 
Safety Effort for 2016 College Football National 
Champion 
Glendale Mayor Jerry Weiers today announced that 
fans attending the 2016 College Football National 
Championship can expect a high level of cooperation 
and coordination to ensure public safety during a 
series of valley events, culminating with the game 
itself to be held at the University of Phoenix Stadium 
in Glendale on January 11, 2016. 

Mayor Weiers was joined at today's news conference 
by representatives of local, state, and federal 
agencies, to present an overview of their combined 
efforts. For many weeks, the various agencies have 
joined together in Resource Working Groups (RWG), 
meeting with experts in fields that include cyber-
crime, critical infrastructure protection, public health, 
intelligence gathering, interoperability and 
transportation. Their singular focus: to provide the 
public with a safe, welcoming, and enjoyable 
experience at the College Football Playoff's ultimate 
event and surrounding activities. 

"The city of Glendale has established itself as a 
premier sports destination for tourists from around 
the world, and we welcome these Division I teams, 
players and fans to our community with open arms 
and invite them to take in Westgate Entertainment 
District, Historic Downtown Glendale and all that the 
valley has to offer," Mayor Weiers stated. "Our 
number one priority is the safety of everyone coming 
to enjoy this national championship game, and we 
have an incredible team dedicated to those public 
safety measures -a team that has demonstrated time 
and time again what it takes to successfully host an 
event of this caliber. Our partners in Phoenix and 
across the Valley are united in this effort to provide a 
fan experience unlike any other."

The national championship game caps the College 
Football Playoff (CFP) and is the culmination of the 
2015-16 bowl season. A committee of 13 athletic 
directors and other leaders select teams from the five 
major NCAA conferences to play in bracketed semi-
finals. The top two finishers then compete for the 
national championship. Although Glendale has 
played host to two Super Bowls and two BCS (Bowl 
Championship Series) championships, this is the 
city's first CFP. The City of Phoenix will host a variety 
of signature fan events in the days leading up to the 
game including College Football Playoff Fan Central
